Jojn’s station in Dhaka consists of an Icom 706MKIIG transceiver. He uses an IC-180 antenna tuner with a 
vertical antenna mounted on the roof of the guest house he lives in. The antenna is 60 feet above ground 


level. He has a 10-1 5-20 meter wire yagi which is fixed on the long-path to North America. The equipment 
travels back and forth between the US and Bangladesh on each trip. 


If you are looking for a $21 contact, John operates on SSB and PSK31 on 10, 15 or 20 meters between 
1200-1500Z most days when he is in Bangladesh. His visits are announced in ARRL DX bulletins or you 
will find spots on him on the DX clusters €.g- DX Summit. He may participate in the ARRL DX CW and 
SSB contests in February and March, 2003 (travel schedule permitting).

The selection process includes a review of individual applications and interviews with finalists.

A. Applicant must hold a valid amateur radio license, any class, issued by the United 
States Federal Communications Commission; Priority is given to amateurs active in amateur 
radio related activities in their community.

C. Applicants must currently be high school senior with a cumulative grade point 
average of 3.0 or better, OR, if temporarily out of school for up to two years, have had a 
cumulative high school grade point average of 3.0 or better, OR, if now attending College, must 
have a college grade point average of 3.0 or better. 
D. Applicant must plan to be enrolled in a two or four year program at an accredited 
college or university; Priority will be given to those with a college major in the fields of: Physical 
Sciences, Mathematics, Engineering, Computer Sciences, OR, Education in one of the above. f 
E. Applicant must be a citizen of the United States of America. an ee 
F. Applicant must be a resident of Clackamas, Multnomah, Washington, or Y: i ¥ 
Counties. 
G. Applicant must have been a well-rounded student and participated in other school 
and community activities. 


Scholarship funds are applied in two installments: the first half will be paid in August directly 
to the applicant upon proof of acceptance to the college or university program; the second half 
is paid directly to the student in December upon proof of satisfactory completion (GPA 2.0 or 
better and student in good standing) of Fall Quarter/Semester with at least 12 credit hours. 
The scholarship becomes null and void if not used within two years of the notification of award. 


Scholarship applicants are encouraged to maintain contact with the Oregon Tualatin Valley 
Amateur Radio Club to advise them of academic progress while attending college or university. 
Membership is available to full time students without payment of dues.
